Who Pay» the Tax. 


The Boston Herald is Idling the tax payers of Massachu- 


setts a few plain truths. In a recent editorial on the lax and 
cost of living question it treats the situation, in an interesting 
way as follows: 


"Last night the news came out that, unless radical retrench- 


ment is soon instituted, our city government will cloSc the 
year with a financial statement "calculated to cause a sensa- 
lion.' For the first two months in the present fiscal year the 
expenditures in the departments over which the Mayor con- 
'fessedly has control have been ,117H,000 more than in the cor- 
tespoiiding period of the previous y'e;ir. Six times that would 
be quite a.sum, and particularly if ihcrc be added to it the in- 
creases in UiCiOl'hcr branches of.our municipal administration. 
On Sunday The Herald presented 'the figures to which' the stale 
lax is likely to go this year, in an administration which was 
elccled on the promise of a business-like and economical ad- 
ministration. Where the old Bay Stale had a tax of $1,500,- 
000 in 1«85, il is threatened with one of $7,000,000 now. 
The last House of Congress went out with a,shameful record 
of profligacy. Public expenditures arc everywhere increasing 
much faster than population, business or public resources. 
New York cily's budget has doubled in the last nine years. 
The blue hook of federal employes bulks out at an even more 
rapid rale. Where is it all coming out ? 


• "We make a great mistake as ;i people in (he iiulireclness of 
our systems of taxation. • People habitually ^hink thai sonic- 
body else is paying the lax. Although our cost of being gov 
crncd has become the largest single factor in the enhancing 
price of living, aspirants for popular favor regularly boast of 
Ilic expenditures which they have encouraged. 
A newspaper 


seeking popularity and circulation shrewdly favors every in- 
crease in the salary of public employes, every so-callej im 
provenienl,.'iind every enlargement of public expenditure. 
I 


is no wonder thai two of our contemporaries have vigorously 
assailed The Herald's suggestion that the lax-payers of Massa- 
chusetts should not be saddled with a hall'-million-dollar ex- 
penditure on account of the San Francisco fair, and these are 
newspapers whose readers are in reality very heavily taxed. 
Meanwhile, the country is testing an old historic remedy foi 
Hie high cost of living—larilT revision. When this spasm 
over, and (he real burden of life remains as heavy as il is today 
•—as il doubtless will—perhaps Americans will begin to con- 
sider the wastefulness of public administration as a factor ir 
the equation. Sometime, somehow, somebody should succeei 
in convincing the patient of the true nature of his disease,
